Another Grandmother’s Reminiscence. 


E ditor T elegraph - 
My recollections do not date so fur 
buck as do those of the two Grand 
mother's whose letters we lately p erused 
in the •‘T elegraph ;’' not because thdy 
are older, but because while they were 
enjoying Dix on Society, I was breathing 
; the delicious* salt water breezes of the 
coast of Maine, my nativ e state. 
When I 
first saw the “ Grandmother'’ who wrote 
the last letter, it was when she “ ap p eared 
out” as a bride one Sunday in the C on­ 
gregational church, now occup ied as Mr. 
Mittenbuhler’s music store. 
And rem­ 
ember thinking her one of the lov liest 
brides. 
Our minister was Mr. Illsby who 
afterwards mov ed tc Belv idere where all 
his family consisting of wife and eight or 
nine children were drowned by the giv ­

tree. 
The church choir was led by Mrs. 
Han borne, assisted by Noah Brooks ar^d 
wife, (the latter dead).

New York 
In those times he with his 
p artner, John Brooks, kep t a furniture 
store in the rooms now occup ied by 
Camp & Hon for the same p urp ose.

“Grandmother” of the first letter I saw 
married at her father’s home, and a right 
merry bride she was. 
Her life has been 
a more ev entful one than has fallen to the 
lot of most of her comp anions. 
In those 
days there were sociables giv en in a 
room ov er the store used as the Morris 
grocery, before be mov ed into his p resent 
one. 
And liv ely times old and young had 
in that room. 
On one such occasion 
Cop t. John Brooks, brother to Noah (and 
a Sea Cap t. full of fun he was) went out 
and ordered a bushel basket of ap p les, 
and had two men p ass them around in the 
basket. 
Those were the times of mild winters 
and little snow, consequently there was 
little use for cutters. 
There was one fine 
double liv ery cutter, and hap p y were the 
girls who were so fortunate to hav e a 
ride in that once during the winter. 
When there hap p ened to be a few days of 
any kind of sleighing it was amusing to 
see the odd conv eyances gotten up for 
the occasion.
